From seventy to 
eighty boats of this class can be laden 
with grain and dispatehed eastward in 
each and every twenty-four hours. If 
the canals should be ignored, and the 
entire business now done upon them 
should be transferred to the railroads, 
it would require for freight trains to be 
dispatched daily by the Central, and 
forty by the Erie, in addition to the 
business they are now doing.

rence. When the creel is empty, the 
man sometimes slings it o¥er his own 
shoulders, and then mounts upon 
back of the woman, who carries them 
both across together. This, Iam tof, 
is the only oceasion on which, by ~ 
chance, you see a creel on the back of 
aman. (The woman in the rural dis- 
tricts here is, in fact, a beast of burden, 
and the men, in looking out for wives, 
look largely to muscular development.
